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U.S. GOVERNMENT 
BLOCKS THE WAY 


Canadian Tells New York People 
Why They Have No Reciprocity 
Treaty. 


—_- 


New York, N. Y., May 18.—‘‘We Ca- 
nadians dislike you as a government ; 
we love you as a people,” exclaimed 
former supreme court justice Camer- 
on W. Nesbitt, of Canada in a speech 
before the Economic club at the Ho- 
tel Astor, dealing with trade rela. 
tions between the United States and 
Canada. He asserted that it is the 
fault of the government of this country 
that the persistent efforts of Oanada 
to bring about reciprocity have failed. 

“Your chief executive agrees upon 
some action,” commented Mr. Nes- 
bitt, ‘but some senator gets up and 
kicks it all over. It is this weakness 
that makes our people hesitate to 
treat with you now in bringing about 
the commercial relations that ought 
to exis.’ Mr. Nesbitt went on to say 
that President Taft, when the recent 
tariff was threatened between Canada 
and the United States, averted a 
grave commercial danger by the exer- 
cise of a friendly spirit and business 
sense.” 

“If there is some trade agreement 
by which certain commoditics were 
allowed to come into this country free 
of duty, or with a slight tariff,’’ Mr. 
Nesbitt asserted, ‘‘the cost of living 
here would be greatly reduced and 
more than that, Canada reciprocally 
would buy enormous quantities of 
goods from the United States which 
she now gets from countries abroad.” 

Mr. Nesbitt suggested that grain, 
flour, breadstuffs, fish, dairy products, 
hides and lumber ought to be put on 
the free list of goods imported to 
this country) from, Canada, 

Henry M. Whitney, former presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Boston, agreed with Mr. Nesbitt and 
urged the feasibility of the speedy ac- 
tion by cqngress to bring about a re- 
ciprocity treaty. Charles 8. Hamil- 
ton, former assistant secretary of the 
navy and DeLorne Gibbon, president 
of a rnbber manufacturing concern of 
Canada, spoke in similar strain. 

Ottawa, May 16.—Up to the present 
the invitations for Washington, D.C., 
reported to have bfleen forwarded to 
the government here through Ambas- 
sador Bryce on Thursday last looking 
to the opening up of negotiations for a 
reciprocity trade treaty between Can- 
ada and the United States have not 
been received here. 

It is hardly probable that anything 
very definite can be done in connec- 
tion with the proposed negotiations 
until September next, aiter the return 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier from the. west 
and of the Hon. W. 8. Fielding from 
England. 

Washington Sends Invitation. 

Washington, D.C., May 18, — The 
United States government has already 
taken steps looking to the negotiation 
of a trade treaty with Canada. It is 
officially announced that the secretary 
of state has sent a communication to 
the British gmbassador here, to be 
transmitted to the Canadian govern- 
ment, containing the formal proposal 
of the United States that tariff negot- 
jations between the two countries be 
initiated at the earliest time conven- 
jent and agreeable to the Dominion 
government. 

_It is assumed that this communica- 

tion was at once forwarded to the 
Ottawa government and that there 
will be no delay in forwarding a reply. 
The state department officials here 
have no doubt that Canada will ac- 
cept the proposal of this government, 
but upon what line the negotiations 
will proceed has not yet been deter- 
mined. 

There is no doubt, however, that 
the United States will insist upon u 
more favorable treatment of wood 
pulp and pulpwood coming into the 

nited States. “At present, under re- 
cent orders-in-council, soft woods suit- 
able for paper, grown from crown land 
in the province of Quebee are inhib- 
ited from exportation, That act of 
the provincial authorities of Quebec 
is having a marked influence in in- 
creasing the price of print paper mn 
the United States. It is known that 
the president and Secretary Knox are 
especially interested in obtaining re- 
lief from that situation. 

Scheme to Improve Sealing. 

Fiye hundred three year old male 
Seale are to be allowed to escape from 
the killing fields on the Pribilof Is- 
lands to supply the required number 
of breeding adults in the future.

The matter has arisen 
out of Germany’s reported intention 
to lend money to Persia in return for

Great Britain and Russia, it is re- 
ported, are resisting Germany’s pre- 
tensions, while the latter is insistent. 
It is alleged that the German govern- 
ment has notified both Great Britain 
and the czar’s ministers that they 
will not recognize the spheres of in- 
fluence set down in the Anglo-Russian 
agreement, 

The Bourse Gazette is authority for 
the statement that the Russian fer- 
eign office has notified Germany that 
neither Russia nor England is unwil 
ling to consider Germany’s claims in 
ersia, but they will refuse to allow 
her to interfere politically.

COLONIES TO BE REPRESENTED 


High Commissioners Will Have Plac- 
es in Funeral Cortege. 

London, May 18—“‘By the special 
thought and desire of His Majesty,” 
so the letter runs, the high commis- 
sioners of Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand will, as is already anticipat- 
ed, have places in the cortege on Fri- 
day as representatives of their respec: 
tive Dominions. The royal carriage 
will be placed at their disposal, South 
Africa, not yet formally proclaimed a 
Dominion, will be represented in St. 
George’s chapel by agents-general. 
All other agents-general will be 
granted seats in St. George's. This is 
the first time representatives of the 
Oversea Dominions have been invited 
to participate in a royal procession 
side by side with representatives of 
foreign countries,

NEGRO CHAPMAN 
LOSES HIS NERVE 


Not the Debonair Individual of Week 
Ago—Now Dejected—Gives Evi- 
dence in Mathews’ Case. - 


Sitting in the witness box in an 
attitude of absolute dejection and 
speaking in tones scarcely louder 
than a whisper, James Chapman, the 
negro, awaiting extradition, gave evid- 
ence this morning in the District 
court in the case sgainst Mrs, Lorena 
Mathews. He was called as a witness 
for the prosecution at the opening of 
the court at ten o'clock but was not 
in attendance. The physician of the 
barracks had ordered yesterday that 
he should not be ‘brought before the 
court In the state that he wass then 
in, and no further examination had 
been made before ten o’elock this 
morning. The court adjourned uatil 
eleven o'clock to await the pronounce- 
ment of the physician, It was deem- 
ed safe for Chapman to attend the 
court to give evidence and at 11.30, 
accompanied by Sergt. Detective Nich. 
olson, he arrived on the scene, 

The court was crowded to the doors 
with spectators. Mrs, Mathews and 
her 12-year-old son had been waiting 
in their places siace ten o'clock. 

Whey Chapman was placed in the 
box by the counsel for the prosecu- 
tion, Mr. Robertson took objection to 
his evidence being taken,but on Chap 
man admitting to Mr. Parlee that he 
had come voluntarily and was ready 
to give what evidence he could, the 
examination was proceeded with. It 
did not go very far, as the witness 
complained after being in the box 
for about half an hour, that he was 
faint. Adjournment, wag then made 
till 2.30 this afternoon. 

Chapman's answers to the questions 
put him by Mr. Parlee were almost 
inaudible to the court, 

He told of coming to Oklahoma 
from Texas in 1906. He had been 
married twice. By his firet wife he 
had two children, Both of his wives 
were colored women 

When asked when he first met Lawr- 
enee Mathews, Mr. Robertson entered 
a strenuous objection against this 
question being put. Chapman, how- 
ever, answered that he had met him 
soon after coming to Stillwater, 

Mr. Parlee suggested that perhaps 
the witness was not prepared to be 
wigidby examined and an adjourn- 
ment should be made 

Chapman being interrogated, repli- 


ed: “TIT want to get through with it 
I don’t want to be worried about it 
all the time. IT am weak and nety-

He said that he had been a tenant 
of Lawrence Mathews for some time 
in 1907, residing on the same farm 
with him and living for a time in 
the same house.

“Is it fair to say that the contract 
you signed was one prepared by the 
Attorney General’s department’? 

“Of course they were in consulta- 
tion with Mr. Stocks and other mem- 
bers of the public works department. ’ 

“Did you read the documents your- 
self’? 

“Yes; I read them over carefully.’ 

“Why, on Oct. 7th, was it decided 
that business should all be done in 
one bank, the Royal, instead of three, 
as first arranged’’? 

“Mr. Olarke asked that the Royal 
bank be utilized. He said they paid 
3 1-2 per cent. interest instead of 3 
per cent. as the other banks were pay- 
ing on the deposits.” 

Cushing at Entire Meeting. 

“Did Mr. Cushing remain all irotieh 
this meeting on Oct. 7th’’? 

“He did.” 


“And heard all the documents 
read’’? 
“Yes.” | 
“And he remained till one o'clock | 


when the Cabinet rose’? 

“Yes, and I asked Mr. Woods to 
come down and explain anything that 
Mr. Cushing did not understand. This 
Mr. Woods did.” 

“Did*it strike you as strange that 
a man should write a letter protest- 
ing against certain specifications and 
an hour after agree to them’’? 

“IT can’t account for Mr. Cushing’s 
mind. Of course, the specifications 
which he forwarded were specific spe- 
cifications.” 

Mr. Bennett then took up a_ visit 
that Mr. Clarke, Mr. Minty, the in- 
spector and the manager of the Trad- 
ers bank and others made to the Pre- 
mier’s residence in Strathcona on 
either the 7th, 8th or 9th of October 
for the purpose of getting the mort- 
gage and the $7,409,000 bond signed. 

The Premier could not definitely fix 
we date, but thought it wae not the 
th. 

On the 22nd these documents had 
to be re-executed owing to something 
irregular in the organization meeting 
of the company. Mr. Bennett was 
proceeding in questions on this second 
meeting at the provincial buildings 
when the court rose. 

Wednesday Afternoon Session. 

Premier Rutherford’s evidence was 
continued before the Royal Commis: 
sion yesterday afternoon and he will 
resume this morning. Most of the 
afternoon was taken up with the cross 


examination by R. B. Bennett and this 
is not yet completed. 

The premier stated that he had leit 
the details of the agreement with 
Clarke and the subsequent legislation 
largely to the deputy attorney-general, 
8. B. Woods. He admitted that for 
the technical engineering advice the 
government were largely dependent 
on John Stocks and John Chalmers, 
and was pressed strongly by Mr. Ben- 
nett for an explanation as to why their 
reommendations regarding ppecifi': 
cations were overridden. The pre- 
mier said the specifications adopted 
were standard ones, being those of the 
Crow’s Nest or Canadian Northern. 

He told of introducing Clarke to 
Hon. Mr, Oliver and Hon, Mr, Gra- 
ham at Ottawa, when he was seeking 
a cash subsidy there, but said he did 
not press for assistance as he learned 
the government were not goifig to give 
any cash e6ubsidies in 1909. \ 

Mr. Johnstone questioned c'osely 
regarding campaign funds in Alberta. 
but the premier stated positively that 
he wa not aware that there had ever 
been such a thing as a campaign 
fund in provincial polities. ‘I know 
I have always paid my own election 
expenses and they have never been 
very htavy’’ he said with a laught. 

Mr. Bennett endeavored to show 
that the Alberta & Great Waterways 
had not yet legally entered upon the 
railway because they had not com- 
plied with the act in the filing of their 
plans and specifications

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TWO NEW FAST LINERS 
FOR CANADIAN ROUTE 
Will Make as Quick Time to 


as Lusitania Can to New tone 
New Boats Will be of 20,000 Tons, 
Over 21 Knots, and Carry 2,300 
Passengers. ’ 


Montreal, May 16.—The expectation 
is that the two new Allan liners for 
which tenders have been called will 
cut off at least 24 hours from the pre- 
sent time of passage between Great 
Britain and Canada, They will make 
the run from Liverpool to Quebec 
in between 5 and 5 1-2 days, and pas- 
sengers will be able to go from Liver- 
oy to Chic within a week. This 
8 as fast as the two fliers on the New 
York service can do. Although the 
new boats called for by the Allan line 
will not be so fast by several knots 
per hour ae the Mauretania or her 
sister boat, the shorter route to the 
Canedian ports will make up the dif- 
ference, so that they will be just 
as speedy as anything afloat for all 
practical purposes, and add to the ele- 
ment of speed the attractions of the 
St. Lawrence route, 

It is expected that the two new 
Allan liners will not come to Mont- 
real, but will only run to Quebec. 

Cables announcing this move by the 
‘Allan line were received yesterday, 
and were last night confirmed by Mr. 
George Hannah, general passenger 
agent of the line, Mr. Hannah stat- 
ed that this order had been under 
consideration for some time past, and 

» that yesterday Mr. Hugh A. Allan, 
chairman of the company, who has 
for some time past been in England, 
had invited tenders for the construct- 
jon of the two boats. 

Speed 2! Knots. 

According to the notices sent out oy 
Mr. Hugh A. Allan the new liners are 
to be of 20,000 tons or upwards, with 
a speed of at least 21 knots an hour, 
This will probably mean that they 
will develop 22 knots. If they make 
21 knots they will cut off exactly 22 
hours: from the time between Liver- 
pool and Quebec, while if they are 
able to make the 22 knot speed they 
will reduce the time by nearly half a 
day more on the 2,800 mile run. 


The new vessels will be about 700! 


feet long, as compared with 560 feet, 
which is the length of the bigger boat 
now on the Canadian service, and will 
draw about 30 feet. 

It ie not yet known what horse- 
power they will develop, or their other 
dimensions, nor whether they will be 
of the reciprocating or turbine, or 
combination type, these details being 
left for the contractors to figure out 
The Allans simply state that they re- 
quire two steamships of 20,000 tons 
or more, with a speed of 21 knots or 
more and a capacity for 2,300 passen- 
gers. It is for the contractors to 
figure out how these requirements are 
to be met. But the provision is made 
in the notice sent out by Mr. Allan

PMPadis_ ct the ‘highest. type furnished 
by British workmanship, both as to 
safety and luxuriousness of fittings. 

The new ships will be designed to 
carry 400 first-class, 400 second-class 
and 1,500 steerage passengers, making 
a total of 2,390. This compares with 
1,800 as the largest passenger list yet 
carried from Great Britain to Can- 
ada, which was brought over by the 
Corsican on her last trip, so that the 
new vessels will carry 500 more’ pas- 
Sengers than any vessel now plying 
between Great Britain and Canada. 

Canadian Mauretanias. 

“The whole scheme,”’ said Mr. Han- 
nah, “is to build two steamere of the 
Mauretenia and Lusitania type for 
the Canadian route. Of course, the 
two New York boats are 26 knots and 
33,000 tons, while the new Allan liners 
will be 21 or 22 knots and between 
20,000 and 22,000 tons. But, apart from 
actual size, the speed of the new ships 
will enable them to compete with the 
New York boats on the shorter run 
to Quebec. And, as to their comfort, 
it.is provided that they must be as 
fine as British workmanship can pro- 
duce, which will mean that their fit- 
tings will be at least equal to those 
al the crack New York liners.” 

There are only four or five firms 
in Great Britain capable of building 
such ships as the Allan line are call- 
ing for, so that it is not unlikely that 
the same people who built the Maure- 
tania and Lusitania may produce the 
new liners for the Canadian route. 
That, however, will oe a matter that 
can only be decided when the tenders 
are opened. It was stated last night 
by Mr. Hannah that it would take at 
least 18 months to build such veseels, 
so that it will probably be two years 
yet before they are actually in com- 
mission to do for the Canadian route 
what the crack Cunarders are now do- 
ing for the New York service. 

it wae stated by the Allans that the 
building of the new fast liners would 
depend a good deal upon the mail 
subsidies, the idea being that the Oa- 
nadian Government would make a re- 
adjustment of these subsidies so as to 
make it worth while for the Canadian 
line to put on these fast vessels, to 
carry the mails as well as passenger 
and freight.
